AN interesting query connectsd with the 
silk industry is discussed hy tho Tokyo 
Lempo, ‘Chat journal, after pointing out 
thet silk of goud quality is produced in 
other countries, reumtks how important it 
ia to study whether Japatiese ailk ean suc- 
cesafully compete with the same product af 
foreign countries. It had boen p- inted out 
by a gentlemen connected with theind ustry 
that in this country ono tan of mulberry 
trees producod, on tho average, cocoons 
which yielded about 1,260 mom. e(or 10} 
Tbs.) of silk ata cost uf about $31.12, in- 
cluding ground tax, the expouses of rearing 
the worms and manufacturing the silk. 
Calculating from that, the nett cust of a 
picn! of silk would be $394. 40, and then the 
expenses of tranait to European markets, 
duty, freight, insurance, &e., would be 
about $45, so that Japanese silk might bo 
sold at $130.40 per picul in European 
markets. On tho othor haud it was quite 
impoasible to produce ono kilo of silk in 
Enrope at a less expense than 40 france, 
Taking the Fronch kilo at 268 moume and 
a frunc at 25,% conts, the cost of a picul of 
ailk woukl be $611.32, showing an advence 
of $171.92 on the price of Japanese silk. 
When Japanese silk was manufactured 
equal in quality to Earopean there would 
not be much fear of competition. —Jupon 
Dazvtte,

In arrauging tu receive ulrla 
resened by the Government, we of course 
nuticipated some trouble but I am happy 
to bo able to atate that, with one single 
exception, all those sent to as have yielded 
to the helpful influences surrounding them 
and have shewn marks of steady improve- 
ment, and will I trust, undor the Divine 
blessing, go forth from us propated to 
lead good and ‘useful lives. Ther have 
been amenable to the discipline of the 
Home and have been diligent while in 
school, 

Tho school is under the yrant-in-aid 
acheine, but owing to the Inteneses of the 
date on which the majority. of the pupils 
joined only six made up the number ot at- 
tendances (200) necessary to qualify them 
for examination by H.M. Inspector. Three 
of these were in the Fourth Standard 
and three in tho Sixth or highest 
Standard. All pnsacd well. I asked Dr 
Hitet to send us a report, but he was

London, Dec, 24th,—-Parliament was 
prorogued to-day until January Slst, The 
members of both Houses assembled in the 
House uf Lords, where the Queen's speech 
was read. The speech daclared that Eng- 
Innd's foroign relations: cuntinued friendly. 
It expressed regrot that the Fisheries Gon- 
vention with the United States had nut 
commended itself to the judyment of the 
American Senate. The speech continued : 
‘Tewporary atrungements, however, which 
havo beon adopted, will, I trust, provent 
any immediato inconvenience arising from 
this decision. The convention fur the abo- 
lition of the sugar bounties has bean sign 
ed by the representatives of must of the 
augar producing countries.’ Referring to 
tho attempta of the Soudanese to possess 
themeelves of Saakin, the speech says that 
tho besieging forces were dispersed by a 
brilliant military. wperation 12 which the 
Egyptian forces were supported by a British 
contingent. .Aside from the trouble at 
Suakin the administration and soonomi- 
cal progress’ of Egypt are satisfactory.
